Gasolene Men In Near Riot as 
Move to Bring Price Cut Fails 


CHICAGO, 
July 27.—A na­ 
tional convention of independ­ 
ent oil men. refiners and dis­ 
tributors called to lower gaso­ 
line prices ended in an uproar 
without accomplishing its pur­ 
pose today. 
Adjournment was 
proclaimed amid a near riot. 
L. V. Nicholas, president of 
the National Petroleum M ark­ 
eters’ association, who called 
the convention and 
presided 
as chairman, was booed 
and 
hissed by producers 
and 
re­ 
finers opposing his plan for a 
four cent a gallon decrease. 
After fifteen hours of heated 
debate, the only action taken 
by the conference 
was 
adop­ 
tion of a resolution providing 
for an investigation into 
the 
cost of finding, producing and 
m arketing petroleum products. 
Distributors said they were 
earning a ten cent profit 
on 
gasoline, due to trem endous 


overproduction 
and 
quanti­ 
ties 
of 
gasoline in 
storage.

production. were selling gaso­

PARIS, July 27—Instead of blood 
transfusion to have

lives of 
persons in danger of death from 
acnemia, Dr. H enri Durville pre­ 
sented to the congress of experi­ 
mental psychology 
here 
a 
new 
method by which the vitality of a 
healthy 
person 
is transm itted to 
the invalid. He cited many cases 
in which patients given up by spe­ 
cialists 
have 
been 
practically 
brought back to life. 
Dr. Durville gave details of two 
cases in which he was especially 
interested, because the persons af­ 
fected were members of hts own 
family. 
One was his nephew, aged 
seven, stricken with double pneu­ 
monia. 
Two specialists, members 
of the academy 
of medicine, in­ 
formed Dr. Durville that they saw 
no hope of saving the boy’s life 
Dr. Durville explained to th® cong­ 
ress how he succeeded where the 
specialists failed. 
“The method," he said, “is sim ­ 
ple. 
Take a piece of flanned or 
linen and place it over the affected 
organ. 
Take a deep breath 
and 
apply the lips, the mouth well op­ 
en, 
over 
the 
cloth. 
Expel the 
breath with the greatest energy 
with the will to make it enter into 
the patient's body. 
When all the 
air in the lunars has been exhaled 
draw another deep breath and re­ 
peat the operation. 
This must he 
kept up at intervals of five m inutes 
for several hours, 
but effective.” 
Dr. Durville declared he continu­ 
ed this operation every five m in­ 
utes for twelve hours a day for 
three days 
in 
the 
case of his 
nephew, saving the child’s life. 
The other patient was the doc­ 
tor's wife who was suffering from 
blood poisoning 
after 
childbirth.

that 
| Jesus did in requesting Matthew, 
I the publican, to become one of his 
disciples. But Jesus was an “un- 
I! conventionalist." He cared nothing 
for form or custom, and was equal­ 
ly regardless of public opinion. He 
was establishing a new religion, 
and in doing so, he w ent contrary 
II to all that an ecclesiastical politic­ 
ian would think essential to his 
y venture He ignored those in a po­ 
sition to give standing and dignity 
to his sect, and he even offered the 
religious 
leaders 
an 
insult 
by 
i choosing his followers from 
the 
very elapses th at they considered 
far inferior to them selves. 
None was despised more 
than 
a publican—a 
Jew who gathered 
taxes, from Ilia people, for 
the 
Romans. 
The latter 
had 
taken 
aw ay from them their nation and 
their liberties. Think of a German 
11 collecting custom s in the R uhr for 
the French governm ent, and en­ 
riching him self thereby, and you 
I have a p erfect picture of Matthew, 
the publican. 
But ill-considered and Inadvisa­ 
ble as at first 
it seems 
to 
be. 
Jesus could not have done a thing 
1 better suited to show the catholic­ 
i t y of 
the religion he was found­ 
ing than th at of calling Matthew 
i into h is fellowship. 
Contrary to this spirit of Jesus, 
the lim itations of Christianity, in 
practical form, have been set by 
far 
too 
often 
by its 
su p p o sed 
friends. M atthew has been Ignored 
because of his reputation 
among 
“church leaders," and not for the 
reason th at Jesus C hrist had re­ 
jected him. 
This has resulted in 
I j great 
lo ss to all concerned. 
It I 
I has been a loss to Matthew; the 
church has sustained an Immeas- 
urahie loss; 
and the world, tori 
lack of the service th at Matthew 
could have rendered, has suffer­ 
ed 
much, 
ell 
because 
Matthew 
I was not thought worthy of con­ 
sideration by th os e In eccleslastl 
cal authority. 
This loss was only 
a part of the price paid on ac- 
I count of 
pharisaical 
prejudice 
How 
much 
poorer 
the 
world 
would be today had Jesus shared 
with the Pharisees their eum ity 
toward Matthew. 
Jesus well eaid 
“Beware 
of 
the 
leaven 
of the 
I Pharisees.” 
One of the strongest evidences 
—and one 
th at is 
overlooked— 
of the divine origin of the Christ- 
1, tan religion. Is th at many of Its 
greatest 
representatives 
had 
no 
ecclesiastical training. 
In some 
Ii I school of God's they were pre­ 
pared for service. 
M atthew was a tax collector. 
He needed ju st th at experience to 
p • fit him for the work he was to do. 
I When God wanted a D. L. Moody 


to call multitudes of people to re­ 
pentance. he saw th at an unedu­ 
cated young man of that name 
found employment as a clerk in a 
shoe store. 
When he wanted an 
evangelist to stir two continents 
with the gospel of Jesus Christ, 
there was none so well prepared 
as George W hitefield—a bar-keep- 
ar In his brother’s grog-shop. 
When Ood would have a man to 
tell effectively the story of redemp­ 
tion, in song and in sermon, he 
sent forth the dissolute John New­ 
t o n — a sailor before 
the 
m ast 
And when God would arouse the* 
churches on both sides of the At-, 
lantlc from their lethargy, he laid j 
his hand on the head of a little 
blackeyed, black-haired, swarthy, 
motherless gypsy boy, with the 
result that 
the entire 
religious 
world today knows and 
honors 
“Gypsy” 
Smith. 
The 
call 
ofj 
Matthew the publican does not 
seem ao strange, after all. 
“Why eateth your Teacher with 
publicans and sinners?”—v. ll. 
One of the most difficult to ad-! 
Just, and, therefore, one of the 
most delicate of all relations Isl 
that between the church and th e ! 
world. 
Clearly, the man of the 
world is repelled by the holier-1 
than thou attitude 
of 
professed 
Christians. One of these extrem es 
is as bad as the other. 
But, as a professed C hristian,1 
why do you accept the hospitality, 
of “sinners," as Jesus did, and 
conform to such forma and cus­ 
toms as they m aintain? 
W hy do 
you associate w ith “sinners” at 
ail? 
It is for your own pleasure 
first of all, or th a t you 
may im-j 
prove any opportunity th at may 
offer to do them 
good? 
W ell(| 
bear this in mind: Keep the wa­ 
ter out of the ship, but do not 
keep the ship out of the water, 
aud 
you are safe enough when 
eating with “sin*ers.” 
"He w ent forth” and behold a 
publican named Levi, sitting at 
the 
place of toll, 
. nd 
he said 
unto him, follow me. 
And 
he 
forsook all, and rose up and fol­ 
lowed him."—vs. 27, 28. 
That day, to a certain extent, 
was to Matthew-Levi no different, 
from other days. 
He was follow- j 
ing the same business routine as 
usual—till Jesus appeared. 
Then 
all was changed. 
There was a 
crisis in his life, such as there 
never had been before. 
It is al­ 
ways so when the presence of 
Jesus is felt. 
It is more than 
probable that this was not the 
first m eeting between Jesus aud 
Matthew. 
N either of them acted 
on the impulse of the moment. 
It seldom i- wise to do this. 
Of 
all that had transpired between 
them, this was the climax. 
The 
time had come for Matthew to 
decide. 
It was to be the turning 
point in his life.

In former years the failure of a group of big brok­ 
erage houses in New York might have started a 
money panic sweeping through the country and re ­ 
sulting in the failure of scores of banks, in many 
cities. Now it makes hardly a ripple beyond the im­ 
mediate neighborhood of Wall street, and makes lit-! 
tie fundamental disturbance there. 
The stock exchange may turn shaky, prices of se-1 
curities may sink tem porarily, speculation may get a 
black eye, but banks do not break and national 
finance rem ains sound. 
The reason is simple. 
In the old days the bulk 
of the nation’s money and credit was concentrated 
in Wall street, im mediately available for speculative 
loans to brokerage houses and stock exchange oper­ 
ators. Now it is distributed through the country in 
regional banks th at are virtually independent of 
each other. The New York money monopoly is gone. 
O ther sections and cities have their own financial 
reservoirs. 
And everywhere there are better safe­ 
guards over loans, as a result of the wiser policies 
and better supervision introduced by the Federal 
Reserve Systei
